| project and I suggested that our selectmen 
| make a study of the situation and report to 
| the citizens of the town in order that we 
| might vote intelligently on Monday, March 
| 6, 

Among the letters on the State School that 
have appeared in your columns nothing that 
could in any way be construed as an answer 
to my question has appeared. Accordingly I 
went to the office of the Department of 
Mental Diseases at the State House on 
Monday and met the Commissioner, Dr. 
May and his assistant. After a very frank 
discussion I was told that the department 
had considered the proposed location in the 
west part of our town a desirable one but that 
when the Governor had disapproved the 
matter last year it had died so far as their 
department was concerned and it had never 
| been revived. 


As the Governor was not in his office I was 
unable to see him personally so I left the 
following letter with his secretary:

For the lost few years the hardest task 
in Andover’s public life has been lodged 
in the hands of Dr. J. J. Daly, seleetman 
in charge of public welfare. Unemploy 
ment has been the most pressing prob 
lem that the town has had to face since 
late 1929, but thanks to the work of Dr 
Daly and the co-operation he has in 
spired in most of the town’s leading 
citizens and organizations, Andover has 
been able to hold its head well out of 
water. When other cities and towns were 
having overwhelming difficulties, high 
tax rates and unwise if not fraudulent 
distribution of welfare funds, Andover 
has remained with a low rate and yet 
there has been no suffering 

Dr. Daly has been a seleetman here 
for five vears, having been first elected 
on the death of Charles Bowman, Since 
he entered the office, the town house has 
ot 


seen new and more efficient method 
transacting business installed. Gone 
the old davs when selectmen signed a 


batch of bills every Monday without 
knowing what was in them. Dr. Dal 
from the first advocated the state 

counting system which has proven such 
a success in eliminating the old hap 
hazard unbusinesslike methods of pre 
vious vears. This is the system which 


the State Gommissioner of Corporation 


and Taxations is now advocating for 
North Andover. 

Dr. Daly’s funds for public welfare 
have been limited, but he has endeavored 
to do the utmost with those funds so 
that no one would go hungry or be 
poorly clothed. North Andover in 1952 
spent $30,702.78 in public welfare, while 


all that the town gave Dr. Daly to spend 
was $15,953.98, this in spite of the fact 
that Andover’s population is fifty per 
cent greater than North Andover’s. Yet 
Andover is in a better situation than its 
neighbor, principally because of our wel- 


fare head’s leadership in keeping all the 


demands for aid centralized so that 
there would be no duplication,—so that 
one family would not receive twice its 
share and another family receive noth 
ing 

Phe test of whether or not a welfare 
system is a success does not lie in the 
amount of money spent but rather in the 
effects on the people. First, we must ask 
ourselve Is anvbody hungry, cold, 
poorly clothed?

It is he who ha 
personally investigated the cases; it is he 
who had the recipients of aid work 
when possible so that they would not 
lose their morale and so that the Tax- 
payer would receive omething for hi 
money; it 1s he who idopted the tem 
of giving money for work rather than 
grocery orders as is done in most towns 
and in this way he has left the people
